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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on October 31, 2003. 
Claims 1, 8 and 16 are amended, no claims are canceled, and no claims are added; as a 
result, claims 1-22 are now pending in this application. 

^ 102 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1 and 8 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Haley (U.S. 
5,884,036). The independent claims have been amended to include identifying links and switches 
traversed in the path to identify all fundamental path elements of the path, and obtaining 
respective detailed information on properties of each of the fundamental path elements. These 
claim elements are not anticipated by Haley. Haley does not disclose identifying links and 
switches traversed in the path to identify all fundamental path elements of the path, and obtaining 
respective detailed information on properties of each of the fundamental path elements. 



^ 103 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1-22 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Spiegel et 
al. (U.S. 5,649,108) in view of Haley. The independent claims have been amended to include 
identifying links and switches traversed in the path to identify all fundamental path elements of 
the path, and obtaining respective detailed information on properties of each of the fundamental 
path elements. These claim elements are not obvious in view of the cited prior art taken singly or 
in combination. Neither of the references disclose identifying all fundamental path elements of 
the path, and obtaining respective detailed information on properties of each of the fundamental 
path elements as defined in the specification.
